From every public building, from 
millions of private homes, will fly 
the standard which has been the 
symbol of American valor and of 
American love of freedom through 
a century and a half of glorious 
history. 

What is America doing today to 
perpetuate those qualities — woven 
into the flag by the strength and 
the courage of our fathers? 

Are our politicians preaching valor 
when they urge the sons of pioneers 
to deny their own initiative, their 
own self-reliance, and to turn in- 
stead to a centralized government 
for direction, for ideas and for 
support? 

Are the new economic prophets 
preaching love of freedom when they 
ask our people to relinquish their 
constitutional right to govern them- 
selves, so it may be delivered into 
the hands of temporary officeholders 
and bureaucrats? 

The men and women who braved 
both danger and hardship to carry 
the flag across a continent wouldn’t 
have thought so. Few Americans 
who love personal liberty and inde- 
pendence would think so today. If 
they did, our flag would lose its 


meaning. 
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Franklin K. Lane once personified 
the American flag as speaking thus 
to an humble worker: 

“I am your belief in yourself, your 
dream of what a people may be 
come... 

“1 am all that you hope to be, and 
have the courage to try for... 

“1 am the Constitution and the 
Courts, statutes and the statute 
makers, soldier and dreadnaught, coun- 
selor and clerk... 

“1 am the clutch of an idea, and the 
reasoned purpose of resolution ... 

“] am what you make me, nothing 
more.” 

We know what our fathers made 
the flag. Can we afford to nullify 
their labors?

Canadian Farm Exports 
to U. S. Rise Sharply 


Ottawa, Ont.—As a result of 
President Roosevelt’s trade agree- 
ment with Canada, Canadian ex- 
ports to the United States have 
shown marked increases during the 
first four months of 1986, ac- 
cording io the report of the depart- 
ment of trade and commerce. Some 
of the increases were as high as 
300 per cent, heaviest gains being 
made in agricultural products and 
lumber, 

Tbe number of horses shipped to 
the United States rose to 8,700, 
eompared with 1,600 during the cor- 
responding period a year ago. The 
export value of swine increased 
from $3,000 to $390,000 and: cattle 
exports increased $1,400,000. Cheese 
exported to the United States rose 
from $21,000 to $407,000 and ex- 
ports of patent leather increased 
$37,000. 

Advances in the export of lum- 
ber were marked, soft wood lum- 
ber increasing from $1,642,000 to 

227,000. Hardwoodexports showed 
an increase of almost 100 per cent 
to $307,000, and square shingles in- 
creased to $1,510,000.

Public Fear Parallels U. S. 
After Roosevelt Victory 
in Fall of 1932. 


Chicago. — Threatened with 
the establishment of a radical 
government—"a sort of New 
Deal on the American pattern” 
—France is experiencing a wave 
of public fear that is described 


by Howard Wood, prominent 
economic writer, as similar to the 
financial panic which swept the 


United States between the election 
of the New Deal in November, 1982, 
and the date of the inauguration in 
March, 1983. 

“In France,” Mr. 
“the ‘little feliows’ 


Wood reports, 
are trying to 
protect their savings by hoarding. 
Runs on the banks have reduced 
deposits. Capital is leaving France 
as fast as there are ships available 
to carry geld. Disclosure of plans 
to ‘sceak the thrifty’ and schemes 
for vast political expenditures have 


the election of the New Deal and 
the date of its taking office, and 
culminated in the nation-wide bank 
moratorium of March, 1933.” 
Observers of business and indus- 
trial conditions have already estab- 
lished the fact that the low point 
of the depression was passed dur- 
ing the summer of 1932, and the up- 
ward climb to prosperity was al- 
ready under way in the fall of the 
year. Fears that arose from the 
proposals of New Dealers brought 
on the panic. |

FHA Will Cooperate With 
Veterans In Home Building 


Veterans seeking safe and sub- 
stantial investment of their bonus 
bonds in a home will be given 
every possible cooperation by the 
Federal Housing Administration, 
it was declared by Clifford C. An- 
glim, Director for the Northern 
California district. 

“We appreciate the splendid 
work being done by the Veterans 
Welfare Board and the many ben- 
efits of a veteran’s home loan”, 
Anglim declared. “However, there 
are hundreds of veterans now in 
California who joined the forces 
in other states and therefore are 
ineligible to participate in the vct- 
erans home loan program. 

“It is to them especially that 
we extend an invitation to inves- 
tigate he Federal Housing Admin- 
istration’s insured single mort- 
gage system of acquiring home 
ownership and to avail themselves 
of the assistance of the Housing 
Administration.” 

Anglim pointed out that under 
this plan a prospective home own- 
er is permitted to borrow from a 
local authorized lending institu- 
tion of his choice as much as 80 
per cent of the value of residential

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property. This applies to building 
a home as well as to the purchase 
ot existing dwellings. The loan is 
payable in monthly installments, 
comparabe to and in most in- 
stances less than rent, and ex- 
tending over periods as long as 
20 years, Anglim said. 

“The value of the average home 
in this area approximates $5,000,” 
he declared. “Using tnis as a ba- 
sis, we find that any veteran who 
owns a lot worth $1000, or has 
that amount in cash, is eligible 
to make application to his lender 
for as much as $4000 with which 
to construct a home.”

USE LOW GEAR 

It is not good practice ever to 
start a car in any gear other 
than low gear. Starting in higher 
gears causes the clutch to slip 
unnecessarily and results in rapid 
wear. 


WHEEL BEARINGS 

Front wheel bearings should be 
packd with fresh grease and re- 
adjusted at least once a year. 
Loose front wheels will often con- 
tribute to difficulty in steering. 
PROTECTS BRAKES 

When brakes are required al- 
most constantly descending a 
grade it is best to shift to a lower 
gear and retard the car by com- 
pression. This plan not only saves 
brake linings but also makes the 
car easier to control. 
USE TIRE COVERS 

A good tire cover is a worth- 
while investment. Spare tires de- 
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teriorate rapidly if exposed to the 
heat of the sun for any length of
